Hyacinths for outdoor growing should be planted so that the bulb 
tip is covered no more than 3 inches. Planting dates vary with geo- 
graphical locations, but they may be planted safely until December 1 
in most localities. Bulbs for forcing can be planted until November 15. 
Use general procedure (Cultural Bulletin on request) as for all hardy 
bulbs. Hyacinths in glasses should be started in a cool basement until 
heavy root growth develops and then moved to a bright airy room.

Plant bulbs so that tip is covered 3 to 4 inches. Use bonemeal or 
superphosphate, avoid all manures when planting, and top-dress the 
plantings in early March with commercial fertilizer. For long stems 
water the beds copiously whenever possible. 


For naturalizing effects plant bulbs irregularly. Cast the bulbs 
and plant in the position that they have fallen.

The simple planting chart above shows average planting depths and spacing for hardy bulbs. In 
cases when you have a light, friable soil, Tulip bulbs may be planted deeper, so that they will give more 


years of bloom before they need be divided. 


Exceptions to the depths shown in the chart should be made in the case of Lilium auratum and L. candi- 
dum, which, unlike other Lilies, should be planted only 2 to 3 inches deep. 


After blooming, bulbs should be left undisturbed until the foliage has turned yellow. It is not necessary 


to dig bulbs up after blooming. 


A good application of coarse bonemeal is beneficial when applied to soil before planting in the fall. 
Sacco Plant Food (4-12-4), when applied in the spring after bulbs have grown 2 to 3 inches, will encourage 


a stronger stem and larger, brighter flower.
